NURSING BY LAUDANUM. 

An English paper gives the following de- 
scription of the cruel system common in Eng- 
land, (and perhaps not uncommon in this 
country,) of nursing children by Laudanum. 
It shows that the usages of civilized society 
are often more barbarous than those of 
savages ; 

Sometimes a wet-nurse is clubbed for by 
three and even fourwomen. Mr. Coulthard 
has seen one so exhausted “ as to be unable 
to walk across the room,” while the ‘children 
“ were almost unable to move their hands 
or feet.” The wet-nurse, however, most fre- 
quently applied to, is the laudanum bottle. 
The dose is sometimes administered, by the 
mother Lefore she leaves home, but more 
generally by the old women who are employ- 
ed to take charge of perhaps half a dozen 
children, who i are carried every morning’ to 
her house, atid ‘whom she doses so as to keep 
them quiét dating the'May, ata weekly stip- 
end for each of from Is, 6d. to 2s. 6d. 

The effect of laudanum upon the children 
is to produce suffusion on the brain, and a 
whole tribe of glandular and mesenteric dis- 
orders. The child sinks into a low torpid 
state#"and wastes away,.to a skeleton, tho 
stomach alone preserving its protuberance.

‘Whatever faults may attach to otr dayand 
generation, surely a want of the facilities for 
the education of woman is not of the number. 
Rather let it be said, to the hénor of the age in 
| which we live, that woman _fcceives the consid- 
eratién due to her position and influence, ‘and 
well suited to the mission she is intended to 
fulfil,—to elevate mankind, ahd to béautify, 


on earth. This may not be true, if taken ‘ab- 
stractedly; but when the facilities provided for 
her education are compared with those accord- 
ed-to the opposite sex, it certainly is true and 
has for its support a stubborn array of facts.
